tion of the board. In cities of the class to 
which Chicago belongs the entire supervision 
and controi over all tne public schools 
of the city are by the School law committed 
to the Boara of Education of the city, which 
jurisdiction is exclusive. It follows that 
whenever territory in which there is an or- 
ganized scnool district and one or more pub- 
lic schools is annexed and thereby brought 
in the city, the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Education immediately attaches and the 
school district and its officers become functus 
officers. 

There is no force to the objection that by 
the transfer of school property to the city 
the inhabitants of the school district 
and school townships annexed are 
divested of their vested righis 
in said property, and particularly in the fund 
arising from the sale of portions of school 
Sec. 16. The ‘act expressly preserves all 
trust with which that fund and the other 
school property was impressed while held by 
district and, township officers, the only 
change effected being a change of trustees 
and of custodians. 

In the Cravener case the court reaffirms all 
that is said in the McGurn case, to the effect 
that the mere change of trustees cannot af- 
fect the rights to the trust in favor of citizens 
of the township. It would seem to be too long 
and too firmly settled to be now questioned 
that the school corporation as the trustees of 
school property is wholly within the control 
of the General Assembly, and may be 
changed at its pleasure. In each of the cases 
the decree of the Circuit Court of Cook 
County is affirmed. * 


TEE GNELL TOLL-RVAD MUST GO, 


‘Sammary of the Opinion of the Supreme 
Court Sustaining the City. 
Orrawa, IIL, May 14.—[Special.]—In an

THE LAKE-FRONT as A SITE FOR THE. 


WORLD’S EXPOSITION. 


Another Estimate of the Probable Cost of 
Filling the Basin—Chicago’s Real- E- 
tate Board Deciages in Favor of the 
Central Location if Boom Enough Can 
Be Secyred for the Main Exhibits— 
Committee Work— Mayer Oregier Re- 
signs a Chairmansbip. 

“IT see that Gen. Fitz-Simons assumes,“ “ 


| said Eugene S. Pike, with the accent on as- 


sumes,” “that it Will take twenty-one feet 
of filling for 258 acres from Madison street to 
Park row, and he estimates it at 8,461,446 
cubi ot earth. Now, I nad Gen. Sooy 
Smith make the estimates about the amount 
ot earth required for the Gilling on data se- 
cured from Capt. Marshall, the chief of the 
United States survey for this district. Here 
i» how he figures it: The quantity of earth 
required to fill in the area between the IIII- 
nois Central dock line and tne Government 
dock line, which is 1,250 feet out, to a height 
of five feet above tne lake level, would be 
4,850,000 cubic yards. Add to this for settle-

5,385,000 cubic yards.

which would make the total cost. $1,178,700. 

“ The length of dock tine required is 6,700 
feet (the length of the strip) plus 1,250 (the 
breadth ot it), which equals 7,950 
feet. Estimating the cost of dockage at $12 
per lineal foot, this would equal $04,400. 
Add this to the cost of filling and the total is 
$1,268,100. Additional earth required to fill 
out 250 feet beyond the Government dock 
line equais 1,075,000 cubic yards, which wouid 
cost $236,500 more, and the extra 250 feet 
more of dockage would cost $3,000 more. 
That would make a grand total of 61,507, 
600,“ said Mr. Pike.

This was figured on the basis of 6,845 feet 
from Randolph street to ‘Thirteenth street. 
Unfortunately the Government map at Capt. 
Marshall’s office says 6,700 fept. That was 
Mr. Pike’s error. A talk with G. A. NX. 
Liljencrantz, the Assistant Engineer at Capt. 
Marshall’s office, developed tue fact that Gen. 
Sooy Smith bas taken the inside figures on 
cost afi the time. He had figured on an aver- 
age depth of water of eleven feet. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Liljencrantz that may do for two- 
thirds of tne way, but the other third wouid 
de as deep as fifteen feet, and might average 
thirteen feet. As for the extra amount be- 
yond the Government dock-line, Mr. Liljen- 
crantz thought sixteen feet would not be too 
much. Gen. Fitz-Simons’ estimate of twenty- 
one feet was away off. 

“ Astothe dockage, Gen. Sooy Smith asked 
me about that,” said Capt. Marshall, who 
came in while his assistant was saying that 
the $12 figured as the cost per lineal foot was 
pretty cheap, “and I told him it might run 
from $8 to $45 a foot, according to what kind 
he used. If te used stuff tike that along the 
river he might put it in for $8. If be put in 
what the Government would like to see, I 
don’t understand how it could cost less than 
$45. You see, the sand would have to be 
scooped away pretty deepon the other side, 
and unless it was stayed——well.” Capt. 
Marshall contented himself with this ending 
of the sentence. , 

It has been proposed that the city issue 
bonds for $5,000,000 to enadle the World’s 
Fair management to fill up the basin, the 
municipality to have the ownership of the 
real estate thus added. 

It's a question somewhat complicated,” 
said A. M. Pence, but this is about the 
status of it. Justice Harlan has deciaed that 
the submerged land belongs to the State, but 
all accretions to it belong to the city, and so 
I think the Supreme Court would hold if this 
were brought to atrial. Strangely enough, 
there has never been a decision us to the 
ownership of made land. I doubt if the 
World’s Fair people have a right to use their 
funds te fill up the basin. The city can’t do 
it unless the Legislature submits a special 
constitutional amendment to the people al- 
lowing Chicago to extend her credit to the 
amount of $5,000,000 for the purposes of the 
World's Fair company.

The Real-Estate Board Declares in Favor

There was a large attendance at yester- 
day’s special meeting of the Chicago Reai- 
Estate Board, called to take action upon the

While the difference of 
opinion developed at the last meeting was 
not as prominent as was anticipated, the dis- 
cassion of the report was animated. The re- 
port said: 

The Public Service Committee has come to the 
conclusion that the Lake-Front is decidedly the 
most central and convenient location for the 
great masses who desire to visit that Exposition, 
provided sufficient space can be obtained for the 
principal exhibition, and the other portions be 
distributed in the large parks. 

In moving the adopton of this report Rob- 
ert C. Givins gave the results of his obsér- 
vations at the last Paris Exposition. “at 
all great expositions,’’ he said, “where a 
large territory is covered, the main points of 
interest are concentrated at one céntral point 
and the remainder receives but little atten- 
tion. At Paris I saw 50,000 people going in 
one direction with none going in some 
others, Probably 10,000 visited Edison’s in- 
ventions where 1,000 visited elsewhere. The 
Lake-Front is certainly not too small for the 
exhibition of chief things. At Michigan 
City there are sand hills any one of which 
would fillup the basin. Barges can bring 
the sand here, dnd in six months it can be

Various Names for the Consideration of 
| President Harrison Presented, | 

Wasuinoton, D. C., May 14—[Special.]— 
Now that the Governors of the various States 
have begun sending in their World’s Fair 
Commissioners the appointment of the eight 
Commissioners-at-Large by the President 
may be looked for atany time. It is not an 
easy task to apportion these eight equally be- 
tween the two political parties and at the 
same time maintain the secwonal equality 
necessary to the representation of all parts 
of the country. But the President has given 
the matter careful attention and the Cabinet 
has already discussed a good maay names, so 
that the selections when made are apt to be 
satisfactory. The latest New England man 
mentioned is ex-Gov. Long of Massachusetts. 
Rebently a suggestion has been thrown out 
that Mr. J. S. Clarkson might signalize his 
retirement from the Post-Office Department 
by becoming one of the World's Fair Com- 
missionérs-at-Large. Mr. Clarkson did ex- 
cellent work in securing the location of the 
Fair at Chicago, and his presence on the 
Federal Commisseon would bring strength to 
that body. The claims of Col. George R. 
Davis have been strongly presented to the 
President, with what result cannot be pre- 
dicted. Editor Patrick Walsh of Augusta, 
Ga., and ex-Director-General Kimball of the 
Atlanta Exposition continue the most promi- 
nent Southerners mentioned. 

In case the New York member should be a 
Democrat the names of Grover Cleveland 
and ex-Secretary Whitney have been men- 
tioned. But it is said that Thomas C. Platt 
will have none of that, and the New York 
Commissioner will de a Republican. Dr. 
Chauncey M. Depew is so popular along 
the shores ot Lake Michigan that some of 
the modest Chicagoese hade asked that he be 
al‘owed to draw the $6 per diem and travel- 
ing expenses to which the Federal Commis- 
sioners wili be entitled. Farmer Warner 
Miller has partisans who thiak he might be 
got back inside the breastworks by an hon- 
orary position of this kind. Col. and Edi- 
tor Elliotts F. Shepard, ex-Gov. R. C. 
McCormick of Long Island, Gen. Stewart L. 
Woodford, and Andrew D. White are also re- 
ceiving honorable mentuon.

Et Paso, Tex, May 14—[Special.|—The 
following official account of the religious 
disturbances which recently occurred at 
Carro Haciendo, State of Zacatecas, Mexico, 
was received this evening: The chaplain of 
that place incited his brother, Anselmo 
Chavez, to attack Opolivar Rivera, which re- 
suited in Rivera being shot in the cheek. 
Chaves was locked up in prison. 
when. @ riot occurred, some 1,800 peo- 
ple, armed with sticks, stones, and 
knives, taking part. The rioters, mostly 
women, broke into the jail and released 
Chavez. They then sacked the Evangelical 
Church. Next they attacked the residences 
of members of the church, who defended 
themselves, and in the fight which ensued 
Gregory Monecal was killed and J. Cruz 
Hernandez and three others were wounded. 
The riot terminated at 11 o’clock. A Sheriff’s 
posse was dispatched to the Haciendo that 
night, arriving at 4o’clock a. m. of the next 
day and arrested Dolores Chavez, the Catho- 
lic priest who iacited the riot, twenty-seven 
men, and twelve women, and lodged them in 
jail, pending an investigation.

one thing over which the National Govera- 
ment should exercise exclusive controi it is 
over the currency of the country in order 
that it may be of uniform value and sound 
and redeemable on demand. 


THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND “REVISION. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, which meets at Saratoga, N. Y., to- 
day, will de notable as a history maker. For 
244 years Presbyterians have held by the 
Confession of Faith adopted by the Westmin- 
ster bly Dec. 4, 1646, and put forward 
as the vinistic bulwark of the church. 
They haye regarded it with reverence and 
shielded it from change even when the 


world had outgrown its venerable and incon- ] 
gruous absurdities, until at last the inconsist- 


ency became too shocking and clergy and 
laity revolted against longer subscriving to 
dogmas in tne Confession which could not be 
advocated or defended ip the. pulpit aud 
wee not be tolerated in the pews. . 
The opposition to. the Confession as it. 
Vece. first found voice last spring in 
the shape of overtures to the General As- 
sembly asking that the sense of the presby- 


teries as to the question of revision be ob- 
tained. Then followea the familiar ques-' 


tions to the various presbyteries throughout 
the country: (1) Do you desire a revision of 
the Confession of Faith!“ ana (2) “If so, in 
what respects and to what extent“ With 
the agitation over these questions the 
public is familiar. From almost every 
part of the country there 6 come 
up to the General Assembly the strong ex- 
pression of desire for revision. Nearly two- 
thirds of the -presbyteries have rded 
themselves in its favor with e 


unanimity and enthuslasm—133 for, . 60% 


against, 5 not heard from, and 6 refused to 
vote. The center of opposiuon has been in 
Pennsylvania, whose Scotch-Irish Presby- 
terians with obstinate conservatism cling to 
predestination and damnation and will not 
have them erased from the Confession if 
they can help it. As the vast majority of 
the presbyteries, however, favor revision it 
follows as a matter of course that the revis- 
ion.delegates to the General Assembly will 
be in a large majority, and that that body 
may decide that the Confession shail be re- 
vised, unless they shall defeat it on the two- 
thirds technicality. 

Revision, however, will not be the work of 
a day or a year. Many weary lengths of red 
tape will have to be unwound before tne 
work can be definitely accomplished. After 
voting for revision the General Assembly 
must then decide how and what to revise 
ana adjust conflicting claims by wise com- 
promises, through the action of a committee 
constituted for that purpose. This report 
must be ratified by the presbyteries, and 
then it must come before the next 
General Assembly for adoption. This 
roundabout method of deciaring the 
will of the majority may occupy three or four 
years yet. Ali the same, the churchis now 
on the road torevision and about to place 1t- 
self en rapport with the onward movement 
of modern life, ideas, and thought. It has 
resisted long and stoutly but has at last been 
compelled to go with the current. The ‘as- 
sembly which meets today will prepare 
the way for the second step, following that 
of the presbyteries, towards this great and 
sigcificant result which, by removing these 
old medieval clogs and barriérs, will im- 
mensely enhance the prestige ana widen the 
sphere of usefulness of this powerful church 
organization. 


HOW ULTRA 9 WORKED . AT 


It must be confessed that ultra bigh license 
has not been a success in the little village of 
Dracut, Magi, It is but a few days ago that 
the Selectmen .ecided they would have one 
saloon, and put the tax up to $8,000. Mr. John 
Lennon was the favored individual who ob- 
Vained the license. He laid in his supplies 
of wet goods and opened up in great glee as 
be contemplated the rush of business that 
would come and the profits that would ac- 


erue, for, notwithstand ing the heavy tax he 


had to pay, having the monopoly of the busi- 
ness he could charge what he pleased. The 
Selectmen also regarded, the arrangement 
witn much complacency, for not only would 
the revenue accrue to the village, but having 
only one saloon they argued it would be an 
easy matter to regulate it and have it run as 
a quiet, orderly, and model establishment, 
redounding to the credit of Dracut. 

The outcome of the experiment, however, 
shows that neither saloouk nor Select- 
men had calculated upon thé extraordinary 


and universal thirst of the region around 


Dracut and what that thirst might be capa- 
ble of when it was focused upon a single 


j Saloon. The very first day the saloon was 


opened there was a gathering ot the thirsty 
clans and a forward movement to Dracut. 
There were delegates from Lowell and Law- 
rence, Tyngsborough and Dunstable, Wicas- 
see Falls, Methuen, Haggett, Tewksbury 
Center, North Bulerica, and Middlesex VIl- 
lage, and even dry throats from the New 
Hampshire border, all beaded towards John 
Lennon’s grog-shop in Dracut, some on foot, 
some on horseback, and some in buckboards 
and chaises, some keeping the main road 
pel gon eee tiie 
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panic and telephoned to Lowell and Law- 
rende for help. They sent patrol-wagons 
. carted off, but with- 


out making much impression, for the victims | 


of the debauch | were lying in windrows all 
over Middiesex County. 

The next day John Lesson wos mote than 
satisfied with his twenty-four hours’ experi- 
ence. So were the Selectmen, They met in 
conference and John expressed his willing- 
ness to close up his place at once. The Select- 
men were overjoyed to baye him and gave him 
back his 88, 000 and revoked the hcense, and 
peace now reigns in Dracut. The saloon- 
keeper has left for parts unknown, and the 
populace of the surrounding country having 
satisfied its inordinate thirst has resumed its 
customary duties. The moral of this Dracut 
idyl shows the danger ot concentrating the 
liquor business at only one point m a dry and 
thirsty region and then giving human nature 
an uninterrupted field of operation. 


SILVER EXTREMISTS ENEMIES OF BI- 


METALLISM. 

It would be difficult to say in the light of 
the discussion now under way in the Senate 
who are the worst enemies of bimetallism— 
the mono-goldites or the mono-silverites. Taz 
TRIBUNE stands just where it always has, 
midway between the extremes on this ques- 
tion and favoring the use of both metals 
under conditions which will keep both in 
circulation, and not permit one to drive out 
the other. A reasonable number of silver 
dollars can be absorbed into the circulation 
with advantage, and notwithstanding their 
inferior bullion value may be kept at par with 
gold because of the demand for them in 
debt-paying and confidence in the power of 
the Government to sustain a certain amount 
of them. If this limit is exceeded and silver 
dollars pour forth in such quantity as the 


free silver coinage men propose, business 


will be transacted in the cheaper money 
while the better will be hourded or sent 
abroad. This is always the experience. 
Under uniimited coinage gold would be 
driven out and the United States would take 
rank as asilver standard country, doing busi- 
ness with the commercial nations of the 
world on the basis of coin discount on one 
side of the ledger and premium on the other, 
as india does with Engiand. The advocates 
of wide-open, unlimited coinage of silver are 
enemies of bimetallism. 

There are about 300 millions of silver dollars 
and 500 millions of gold dollars now in the 
United States. It is proposed to open the 
mints to suver under condiuons which would 
practicaily demonetize and expel the better 
money very quickly. Silver would be poured 
forth from the mines, and the surplus stocks 
ot Europe would be dumped on this country, 
ahd no one would use 100-cent dollars to pay 
debts when 74-cent ones would be legal tender 
for the same amount. Gold would disappear 
very quickly, and the United States would 
become a single standard silver country as 
certainly as though Congress had legislated 
openly and directly for that purpose. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT ANNEXATION VALID. 

After long and, as it appears, needless wait- 
ing the Supreme Court has decided that the 
outlying school districts were annexed to 
the city last June at the same time that mu- 
nicipal annexation took place, and that the 
City Board of Education has now full juris- 
diction in school affairs in all the enlarged 
city. ‘This is as it ought to be. The decision 
in the lower court, which is now affirmed by 
the Supreme Court, was rendered by Judge 
Horton last December. The contestant was 
Mr. James Wadsworth of Hyde Park, and 
his attorney was Col James F. Root, who, 
there is no reason to doubt, exhausted every 
argument in support ot his case. The decie 
ion will be hailed with satisfaction in every 
part of the city. About fifty petty boards, 
many of which were, not without reason, 
suspected of boodleism, have been wiped out 
forever. The city board can now proceed 
to place the outlying districts in harmony 
with the older city in ali matters educational, 
to abolish useless superintendents, and to 
establish a uniform course of instruction. 
The schools of the suburbs will hereafter be 
more economically managed and the results 
will de more satisfactory all around. The 
decision completes that annexation which 
Tun TRIBUNE was the first to advise and 
which it advocated so earnestly. 


4 CUBRENCY EPOCH. 


The free coinage of silver would, as Sena- 


tor Jones says, mark an epoch in the hie- 
tory of the Republic.” The change from 
full value money three-fourths value 
money would be evidenced by a deceptive 
advance of prices. The fact would be simply 
that as a cheaper money bad been substi- 
tuted for a better more of it would be re- 
quired to pay for a given amount of labor, rent, 
goods, food, or fuel. The better the money 


he less. is required in exchange for other 
articles of value, and vice versa. Exchang- 
ing @ better for a cheaper currency and 
marking up prices accordingly would leave 


most people just where they were before, 
asidefrom the trouble that must prevail 
during the process of readjustment. The 
workman who now gets $3 a day would then 
get $4, but everything he bought would be 
advanced at least in the same proportion. 
The farmer would get higher prices for “his 
products and find his cost of living increased 
in the same degree. Changing the currency 
to silver would be hke adding a quart of 
water to three quarts of milk—while the bulk 
is increased the quality of the article is weak- 
ened, and theré is no real addition to its 
value or nutriment. 

Leaving ordinary buyers and seliers just 
where they are pow, the substitution of 74 
cent for 100-cent dollars woula be an ad- 
vantage to people who have borrowed money 
and want to escape the obligation of paying 
it all back. This is the real purpose back of 
silver inflation and is what is meant by the 
optimistic and euphemistie deliverances of 
Senator Jones. His promise of booming 
prices would be realized for a brief time, but 
it Would soon be found that instead of an in- 
crease in the value of property there 
was a cheapening of money, and 4 re- 
action and relapse would certainly follow. 
The persons benefited by the change would 
be those who, having borrowed good money, 
would be able to make repayment in coin 
worth one-fourth less, and thus make gain 
for themselves by defrauding their creditors 
to thatextent. Provision for the payment of 
all debts at the rate of 74 cents on the dollar 
may greatly tempt the debtor class, but it 
could be carried out only by robbing credit- 
ors of one-fourth of the capital they had. 
loaned. Under such circumstances they 
would tend what was left to them only on 
hard condions. They would not be caught 
in the same trap a second time. They would

The sixth difference is purely gratuitous, 
as the original bili would not have disfran- 
chised any honest or qualified elector; but 
apart from this it will be seen that there is 
nothing which stands in the way of Tam-

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M’EINLEY SHOULD EXPLAIN HIS SUGAR 
| BILL. 


There was one statement made by Mr. 
Mills in the tariff debate in the House Mon- 
day which shoold have been replied to on the 
spot by Mr. McKiniey. His failure to do so 
indicates either that the assertion was true 
or that he was so unfamiliar with the sub- 
ject under discussion ag to be afraid to make 
@ reply. 

The debate began by the statement by Mr. 

Grosvenor of Ohio that the Ways and Means 
Committee of the last House, of which Mr. 
Mills was Chairman, allowed the Sugar Trust 
to come into the committee-room at the last 
moment and “shake free sugar out of it.” 
To this reference to the fact that the commit- 
tee did change its mind suddenly on the 
sugar question and cut down duties only half 
what it started todo Mr. Mills replied that 
“the charge was false.“ Mr. Grosvenor con- 
tinued the tariff discussion’ by saying that 
that, eminently Southern rejoinder “‘ was the 
same old slogan.“ Mr. McMullin, Democrat, 
wanted to know, if the McKinley bill was so 
deadly to the Sugar Trust, why trust certifi- 
cates had gone up more than $10,000,000. No- 
body was able to answer this riddle, but as a 
counter-irritant Mr. Grosvenor suggested 
that the Havemeyers had been on too good 
terms with the Democratic Ways and Means 
Committee of the Filtieth Congress. Then 
Mr. Mills said in uis defense that— 


In the bill in the last House the protection for 
the refiners was 2-10 of a cent a pound, while in 
this bill it was 410 of a cent a pound, so that 
this bill gives 100 per cent more protection to the 
refiner. than did the Mills bilL 


If this is so it is a pretty piece of business. 
If tie McKinley bill gives twice as large a 
bounty to the refiners Ft the trust as the 
much-assailed Mills bill it is time it should 
be corrected. It is doubtful whether even 
those devout and unfaltering followers of 
McKinleyism known as the Pennixonians 
would approve of such a bounty as this to the 
Sugar Trust people. Even they would prob- 
ably sed that there was a point beyond which 
it would not be safe to go in pandering to 
trusts. 

But Tun Trrevne does not think Mr. Mills’ 
statement was correct. It is under the im- 
pression that the protection of two-tenths of 
a cent he speaks of was the difference in 
duty between sugars above No. 18 and not 
above No. 16, and those above No. 16 and not 
above No. 20. It would be unjust to compare 
these two grades. The comparison shouid 
be made between the second of these and the 
raw sugars used by the refiners, 

Nevertheless it is singular that Mr. Me- 
Kinley or some member of his committee did 
not, at once correct Mr. Mills’ statement. He 
ought to have known that it would not do to 
let it go to the public uncontraditted, for it 
would do serious injury to his bill. It is pos- 
sible that he did not remember the Mills bill, 
and was afraid to make an off-hand denial 
He has abundant time, however, to study up 
the facts, and he should lose no time im ex- 
posing the errors of the Texan. If he does 
not, chen it will be impossible to escape the 
conclusion that the present Committee on 
Ways and Means is dealing far more loving 
ly with the extortionate Sugar Trust than 
its bad predecessor.

The speech of Congressman Butterworth 


of Cincinnati on the McKinley bill, printed in

Having such convictions as these, and not 
believing that the voice of the caucus is the 
voice of God, he declined to choke down his 
sentiments or sit mum. 

Therefore he has actualiy bad the temerity 
to criticise a tariff bill divinely ordained ac- 
cording to the opinion of the feeble-minded 
asses.

As the site for the Columbian Fair is now under 
discussion please allow me to add a few words 
with the rest.

In conclusion, the report, after declaring 
there was a demand for such a creea, not 
as a substitute for our Confession, but — 
to summarize and supplement it for the wor 
of the church,” said: 

We wantno new doctrines, but only a state- 
ment of the old doctrines made in the light and 
in the spirit of‘our present Christian activities, 
of our h privileges, and of our large obliga- 
tions—a statement in which the love of God, 
which is in Jesus Christ our Lord, shall be cen- 
tral and dominant. 

As Dr. Parkhurst said he had never read 
the Westminster Confession until its revision 
was agitated, and that he did not believe tive 
members of his congregation had read it, it 
may be as well to quote some of the sections 
referred to in the foregoing report. Among 
the sections in the third chapter of the Con- 
fession which the New York Presbytery 
wants recast are these: 

IIL By the decree of God, for the manifesta- 
tion of his glory, some men and angels are — 
destinated into everlasting life and others fure- 
ordained to everlasting death. 

IV. These men and angels thus predestinaied 
and foreordained are particularly and unchange- 
ably designed, and their number is so certain 
and definite that it cannot be either increased or 
diminished. ’ 

V. Those of mankind that are predestinated 
unto life, God, before the foundation of the 
world was laid, accoraing to his eternal end im- 
mutable purpose, and the secret counsel and 
good pleasure of his will, hath chosen in Christ, 
unto everlasting glory, out of his mere free 
grace and love, without any foresight of faith or 
good works, or perseverance in either of them, 
or any other thing in the creature, as conditions, 

: . thereunto; and all to the 

raise o rious grace. | 

OL As God hath appointed the elect unto 
glory, so hath he, by the eternal and most free 
purpose of his will, foreordained all the means 
thereunto. Wherefore they who are elected, 
being falien in Adam, sre redeemed by Christ, 
are effectually called unto faith in Christ by his 
spirit working in due season; are justified, 
adopted, sanctified, and kept by his power 
through faith unto salvation. Neither are any 
other redeemed by Christ effectually called, 
justified, adopted, sanctified, and saved, but the 
elect only. 

VIL. The rest of mankind, God was pleased, 
according to the unsearchable counsel of his 
own will, whereby he extended or withbeldeth 
mercy as he pleaseth, for the glory of his sov- 
ereign power over his creatures, to pass by, and 
to ordain them to dishonor and wratn for their 


sin to the praise of his glorious justice. 


The sections tn the tenth chapter, referred 
to in the report, read thus: 

III. Elect infants, dying in infancy. are re- 

nerated and saved by Christ through the 

pirit, Who worketh when and ere and how 
ne pleaseth. So also are all other select per- 
sons who are incapable of being outwardly 
calied by the ministry of the Word. 

IV. Others, not selected, although they may 
be called by the ministry of the ord, and may 
bave some common operations of the Spirit, 
yet they never truly come to Christ, and tnere- 
fore cannot be saved; much less can men, not 
professing the Christian religion, be saved in any 
other way whatsoever, be they never so diligent 
to frame their livés according to the ligut of 
nature and the law of that religion they do pro- 
fess; and to assert and maintain that they may 
be is very pernicious, and to be detested. 

The sections in Chaps. 24 and 25, whose 
modification is desired, but not recommend- 
ed, are: 

III. It is lawful for all sorts of people to marry 
who are able with judgment to give their con- 
sent, yetitis the duty of Christians to marry 
only in the Lord.

PRESIDENT HARRISON AND QUAY. 


Why the Republican National Committee 
Failed to Meet Last Monday. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 12.—([Special to 
the New York Hvening Post (Dem.)|.—Assist- 
ant Secretary Leach of the Republican Na- 
wonal Committee is ont of town for the day, 
First Assistant Postmaster-General Ciarkson 
is absent from his office, aid Senator Quay 
has nothing to say to newspaper correspond- 
ents about these days. Hence it is impossi- 
bie to get direct information from official 
sources as to why the meeting of the Na- 
tional Executive Commit which was to 
have been held this kK, has been post- 
poned. At the commi headquarters the 
statement is given out to all inquirers that 
the death of Mr. Clarkson’s father was the 
cause of the change. But this excuse was 
framed last week, when the new date for 
tae meeting was set for the 20th of May, and 
since it has leaked out that the postpone- 
ment is for an indefinite period, another will 
have to be invented, 

The truth of the matter, as well as it can 
be gathered from sources outside of the com- 
mittee, seems to be thatthe recent interview 
between the President aud Quay was more 
spirited than the intimate friends of either 
party are willing to admit. The President 
told Quay in very plain terms tust the 
charges published in the Post and 
elsewhere were doi not only the Senator 
bimself but the whole party great da e as 
long as they stood Unanswered. Quay was 
disposed to ignore these remarks. but tne 
President presse him more closely and 
finally asked him outright what answers he 
could offer to the accusations. 

Tnen Quay assumed an airof suppressed in- 
dignation and intiwmated that he knew of no 
authority under which he was called upon 
to answer partisan newspaper tirades if 
he preferred to treat them with silent con- 
tempt. 

The President was firm, and responded 
that the course of a man occupying Quay’s 
position was clear. He was bound either to 
clear himself or to get out of his conspicuous 
place at the head of a great party. 

Quay went away apparently indifferent to 
the President’s criticism; but a period of re- 
fiecuon and consultation with some of his 
personal and political friends caused him to 
take asomewhat different view of things. 
He then determined to kill two birds with 
one stone—to get out of the leadership, but 
to baffle the enemies who wished to crow 
over the factof having forced himout. He 
would resign his place on the National Com- 
mittee, but he would not do it under fire. 
The only way to avoid this ignominy, 
however, Was to postpone the méet- 
ing of the committee; the only body 
which Poould act upon nis

SOME FOREIGN TRAVEL NOTES. 


Points on Naval Construction and Warfare 
from Across the ()cean. 

Tne Journal des Debats of April 24 contains 
the following: 

News comes from Stettin that the Vulcan 
company of Bredow-on-tne-Oder has just 
received orders to build a cruiser of a type 
heretofore unknown to the navies of Europe. 
This ship will be on tne plan of the American 
Vesuvius, armed with high-pressure guns 
that throw enormous projectiles heavily 
charged with dynamite. These guns were 
invented and perfected by Lieut. Zalinski 
of the United States Navy. They have 
been previously used in the German coast de- 
fense, but they do not seem to have given re- 
suits altogether satisfactory. Recently. how- 
ever, they have been modified by an officer of 
the Imperial navy and adap to the Gov- 
ernment service. The new cruiser will carry 
three of these guns with calibers of twenty- 
~— and thirty centimeters,.The Admiralty 
believes that they will play an important 
role in attacking coast defenses, the heavily- 
charged projectiles effecting the complete 
destruction of torpedo lines and their elec- 
tric conductors, 

The recently-invented .Sweaish “ 
powder”? has just been used with one-inch 
caliber and Noraenteidt machiue guns at the 
Rosenberg Gunnery School. In the former 
gun, with 70 per cent of the new powder 
against the usual charge of che ordinary 
powder, 83 per cent greater initial velocity 
was atlained without increasing the = 
sure in the gun more than 5 per cent. ith 
regard to the importaat quesuon of smoke- 
lessness, which interests the United States 
service just now, the report says. that while 
the ordinary powder leaves a smoke remain- 
ing twenty-five seconds, the gray powder 
only leaves a transparent vapor visible five 
seconds. 

The strides made in the construction of im- 
proved artillery find speedy recognition in 
the French navy, where the idea has be- 
come fixed that guns of smaller weight and 
caliber are best for navalarmament. Recog- 
nizing that heavier guns necessitate greater 
displacement the advantage of turrets in 
place of the old barbvettes is enormous. It 
follows that the diminished caliber will char- 
acterize the gun of the future. The length
